The New J ersey, which h a d 
been scheduled to arrive in 
Long Beach, Calif., today after 
d uty o ff Vietna m, wa s o rd ered 
to turn around and return to 
the Western Pacific.

A lot of Ohioans share the v iew held b y Gov . 
Rhodes. 
The crunch ccmies in getting the money to 
pay for the massiv e v ocational education pro­ 
gram.

The education program is a casualty of grow­ 
ing taxpayer disenchantment. 


An ti-S DS Movemen t Tak es S h ap e 


A new phase in campus uiu'est is b eginning to 
take form and it could b e the b est thing that 
has happened to the right of dissent in a long 
time. 
Students formerly apathetic to v iolent, disrup­ 
tiv e actions of campus activ ists hav e started a 
counterrev olution. 
Then* aim is to thwart activ ities of organiza­ 
tions like Students for a Democratic Society 
(SDS) when their campsrigiw to remake univ er­ 
sities resort to v iolence or interrupt the learn­ 
ing process of other students. 
SDS chapters on v arious campuses around 
the country ^lare a common goal — pull down 
the system. Current attacks on Reserv e Offi­ 
cers iVaming Corps (ROTC) at a v ariety of uni­ 
v ersities is an example of a coorchnated jmto- 
gram. 
Students like (he sev eral hundred Kent State 
Univ ersity fraternity memb ers who demonstrat­ 
ed in b ehalf of the admkiistraition this week are 
fed up with SDS activ ists. 


Harv ard students protested mob takeov er of 
the imdv ersity’s administration b uilding b y 
b urning an effigy reiM*esentlng the SDS. 
The anti-SDS mov ement will no doub t gi*ow If 
memb ers of the militant student organization 
persist in the use of illegal and v iolent tactics. 
Since the anti-SDS crusade is in its ew4y 
stages. It is difficult to assess its impact. How­ 
ev er, it appears that 11 is not meaiti to squelch 
dissent as such b ut to protest methods. 
Some of the students lined up against campus 
rev olutionaries share some of the concerns of 
their adv ersaries, b ut they do not b eMev e that 
reform will come ttwough destriK^oo. 
They don’t want the right of dissant to suffer 
b ecause of an ov erraction to SDS outtmrsts that 
would b ring ab out a police-state atnwsphere on 
campi» with strii^ent regulations aimed at a 
few students b ut affecting all students.

In !*ort, the system Is not operating 
smoothly.” 
These are not (he judgment» of an idien crit­ 
ic. The quotation is from HM*v ard Today, writ­ 
ten b y Dr. Rob ert H. Eb ert, dean of Harv ard’s 
Medical School. 
The American Medical Association in a two- 
day meeting openmg in CSiicago Friday will 
take up “the financial realities and prob lems of 
health care changing cosH)rioe patterns, and 
health care financing in the 1970s.” 
The AMA News notes tlw^ the cost of health 
care rose in January to 150.2 
cmt of the 
1957-59 av erage. This was an increase of 0.7 
from the prev ious month and a rise of 6.4 per 
cent from January 1968. In the same year the 
consumer price index as a whole rose 4.7 per 
cent. 


HOSPITAL COSTS hav e b een rising at a rate 
of ab out 15 per cent a year, as against fore­ 
casts of only ab out 7 per cent when Medicare 
was passed in 1965. Since 1956, the American 
Hospital Association reported recently, the av ­ 
erage hospital’s cast <rf c« i%ig for one patient 
one day has risen to $63 97 from $24.15. 
It now costs m<M*e than $29,000 p« b ed to 
b uild and equip a hospital properly. Eight years 
ago the cost per b ed was $19,956. Costs are 
pushed still higher b y the growing complexity 
of medical equipment. 
One result is that many hospitals arc merging 


to pool costs and equipm« it. Since 1962, the 
Hospital Association estimates, there hav e b een 
96 hoa^jital mergers. The first half of 1968 alone 
saw 20 (rf these mariages of conv enience. 
As Harv ard’s Dean Eb ert was quick to politt 
out: “Science and methodology hav e made it 
possib le to treat more and more diseases sw- 
cessfuUy, to prev ent others and to prolong life. 
This progress has also profoundly complicated 
the practice of medicine and significantly al­ 
tered the physician’s role.” It has trem en^sly 
increased the sheer b urden of medical costs. 
It h« greatly added to the pressure for hospi­ 
tal b eds and space m nursing homes. It has 
prompted a growing trend toward—unusually 
more costiy—speciab zation of practice. 
To some rather miiwr extent doctors hav e 
b een ¿b le to esß e the b urden on patients b y 
group practice arrangements. Ooi^ress in 1966 
authorized Federal Housing Administration in­ 
surance for equipment ami finMicing of group 
medical, (^twnetrical and dental practice. 


BUT MUCH OF THE HEAVIER expense is 
accounted for b y doctors’ fees. The U.S. De­ 
partment of Health, Eîducation and Welfffl*e in a 
re<^t report put av erage net profits of all jAy- 
sicians in 1966 at $25,600. This was as against 
av erage net profit of $8.6^ reported in 1945. 
Dr. H. H. Trimb le, in Texas Medicine, sug­ 
gests that doctors recommend hospitalization 
only when necsssary—and not just b ecause 
heith insurance win pay ft»* Itr-and exercise 
restraint in the fees they charge. Significantly, 
he suggests that if the medical jMxrfession po­ 
lices itself, “we can prev ent third parties from 
cwrtrolling our method of iM*actice.”

Neither tide has 
made a mov e toward a lasting peace.

Let the record show that at this moment 
there are 47 ¡» -tocipab and assorted superv isors 
who hav e b een chiv en from their schools b y 
tmy, centrally controlled, b ands of terrorists — 
generally calling themaelv es Black Paitiwrs. 
These hit-and-ruin squads hcrass superv isors 
and teachers of all races, colors and creeds. 


THE INVADING BANDS hav e driv en off 
Hack instructors. Two “Panthers” threatened 
to kill a courageous Puerto Rican parerrt tead- 
er, Mrs. Georgina Hoggard, If she b ucked their 
efforts to take ov er the schools in her ditirict — 
P.S. 34 and P S. 60. This fiery lady is fighting 
b ack and willingly put her charge on tape for 
me. 
Many of the rov ing b ands emanate from s(» ne 
(rf the antipov erty ccwnmunity action agencies 
here, acc(M*ding to the Owncil of Superv isory 
Associati(Mis (school principals, etc.). 
In efiect, the terrorists carry a b ig pork b ar­ 
rel. They want the job s for their allies. If the 
principals don’t take the truly b loody hint, the 
extremists mov e m. At one school, they pushed 
a desk into the principal’s office, nailed a sign

THERE IS THE typical case of one principal 
fai the residential b orough of Queens — not gen- 
wally the center of extremist action. The liv es

« led. He was assaulted and ab used on radal 
Mid reKgtous grounds. His car was v andalized 
twice. Then he wa s rob b ed at knife point. Tlw 
local police captem warned he was a marked 
man. He left the school. 
Another principal, a woman, was told b y the 
militants 
w(iuld enter the s<^iool only ov er 
their “dead b o(fies.” Then the extremiBts ^ysi- 
cally b arred (he doors. She was mov ed in b y 
the poHcc, who forcib ly remov ed the Panthers 
from the entrance. She’s fighting b ack Not for 
lix^, prob ab ly. 
Another principal was told not to nttoim — or 
Hs b kx)d would flow in tiw tireets outside the 
school. He did not retiim. 
Thus reads the case histwes of most of the 
47 principals, assistant principals and superv i­ 
sors. 
Recently a New York State Dept, of Educa- 
tkm ob serv CT was b adly b eaten. He quit ob serv ­ 
ing. 


IT IS JUST as grim for the teachers. The 
special “ov erseer” commission ai^n ted to 
end the first strike reports 5(X) cases of p i t ia ­ 
b le complaints of terror. Some week* ago, two 
teachers were heading fix* their car*. The rov ­ 
ing b and got to them. They had b een warned 
not to rep<Mi. Ckie kwlruotor was knocked 
down, kicked and then whipped b y the metal 
radio antenna ripp« l from his car. 
Thus — the eicodus across the Hudson Riv er. 
A1 Shaaiker, tilll resilient, reports thM thou­ 
sands of New York tochers are ai^lying for 
job s as far west as San Francisco, 
By next Septemb er, he expects a deficit of 
23,500 teachers in Ms city. There now are 400 
teacherless classrocHns. The old reservo ir of 
3,000 sub stitutes has ev apirated. For example, 
out of the original 350 w ^ were in the contro­ 
v ersial ghetto ar« i known as Ocean HiU-Brown- 
v ille, only 60 remain. 
“This fall we face the greatest exodus of any 
(niltural groups this counrtry has seen,” says 
Shairfier. “We expect that 20,000 will not return 
to the system after the summer holiday. There 
are daily school-b y-school incidents inflated b y 
extremists who mov e in arto demaml the ouster 
of principals and teadiers. We may hav e to 
sirike, though we know tiiat another strike 
would just hasten the exodus of white and b lack 
teadiers from tNs city.” 
This may b e the year of the Panther — SOTie 
of its (kteet<M*s call it a b lack Klu Klux Klan. If 
it is such a year, men such as Mr, Shankei and 
his colleagues fear it will b e the b eginning (rf 
the era of the death of mass education in our 
land for youngsters of all races, cokM*s and 
creeds — East coast, Weti coast, all around the 
country.

WASHINGTON — Wishful thinkers hav e b een 
saying that there’s no danger 
o i American to-' 
v oiv ement to any more wars and that people in ' 
this country need not worry ab out what Is b ap-, 
pening ov erseas. 
But suddenly the shooting down of an Am« *i-- 
can airplane b y North Korea at a point at least 
M miles fr<wn its coast, with Me loss of crew­ 
men ab oard, is a grim reminder that America’s *. 
enemies hav e b y no means ab andoned their 
ev il ways. 
It is a flagrant v iolation of international law 
f(M* any plane flying ov er the high seas to 
shot down many mil^ from a seacpast. Air- ' 
craft and shijw, armed or unarmed, hav e the, 
right to trav el acro^ oceaiw without b eing sub - ^ 
ject to attack. Reconnaiasance planes and ship* 
of toe Sov iet Union are (xmstantly cruising, 
much cloeer than 50 miles away fnan our own 
Pacific Coast. 


IF WANTON ATTACKS continue, it will b e- 
(XMne more importemt for the United States to 
seek an immediate agreement witfi the Ownmu- 
nist (» untries (m freedom of the seas and toe 
air thMi to conceoteaitc on talks ab out keeping 
nuclear weapons from b eing manufactured b y 
noimuclear couaitries. 
As Sen. Ev erett Dirksen of Illinois, Repub li­ 
can leader, has jtst said, there is no reason to 
adv ocate military reprisal at present But It is* 
imperativ e toat toe prob lem raised b y (he itt- 
tack on our airplMie b y the North Koreans b e 
dealt wkh promptly b y “negotiations.” 
S esn . Strom Thimnond, Repub lican of South.. 
Carolina, totoks a nav al fleet should b e sent at 
once to tlw area where the plane was down« !. 
Chairman Mendel Riv m of the House Armed 
Iterv ices Committee fav ors immediate retalia­ 
tion. 
Unfortunately, parleys with the North Kore­ 
ans hav e prov ed fruitless, as h^ipened when 
the “Pueb lo,” an American nav al v essel, was 
seized and her crew imprisoned and tortured- 
for sev eral montos last ye®*.

BASICALLY, civ il actions 
are tho se in i^ich a person, 
business or oth er agency seeks 
to g et compensaition or oth er 
relief from anoth er person, 
business or agency. Th e most 
comrmm civ il action is a law- 
iuit for damages arising from 
an auto accident. 
A dv il action is generally 
brough t eith er for breach of 
contract or for a negligent or 
willful wrong — such as th e 
auto accident — wh ich is 
lonown as a tort. Tort is a 
F r e nc h 
word 
meaning 
‘» wror« .” 
In the civ il ca.se, th e per­ 
son filing th e ch arge is known 
as th e plaintiff. Th e perswi 


being ch arged is th e defend­ 
ant. Th ere can be more th an 
one plaintiff and defendant in 
a case. 


IN A criminal case, th e ac­ 
tion is brough t by a gov ern­ 
ment agency —• city, state or 
federal. Here, th e gov ernment 
agency becomes th e prosecu­ 
tion and th e aoaised th e de­ 
fendant. 
Th ere are two general types 
of crimies wh ich may be 
diarged. A felony is one in 
wh ich th e crime is punish able 
by imprisonment for 
m o r e 
th an a year or by death . A 
misdemeanor is a crime for 
wh ich pni.sh ment is impris­ 
onment for less th an a year. 
Th ere may be fin^ inv olv ed 
in some instances. 
In th e civ il case, th e plain­ 
tiff must prov e h is case by a 
“preponderance of th e ev i­ 
dence” fw conv klkMi.

Singly put, 
th« ’C was no dark plot involved 
in the governor’s deciding that 
he was waging Ms hands of 
the tax plan l^islation on 
whidi his top aides and Fi­ 
nance Director Howard Collier 
h« l toiled for nearly three 
months.

Preview Of Future? 
One reason could very well 
;be that he had to justify 'x ome- 
i how the Governor’s Ta.sk Force 
i on Vocational and Technical 
Education, which reported its 
conclusions in early January . 
Rhodes as much as said soon 
i after the introduction of the bill 
that it did not contain his ideas, 
but rather those of the task 
force, whidi it did. 
But if the recommendations 
of the task force were unrealis­ 
tic in the political world in Jan­ 
uary , they were no less so near­ 
ly three months later 
A second possible reason he 
had the bill introduced is that 
ihe merely wanted to give the

black and white” with state­ 
ments that the plane was in in­ 
ternational air space. 
The North Korean Central 
News Agency broadcast Lee's 
statement. 
Lee 
also accused 
U.S. Air Force Maj. Gen. James 
B. Knapp head of the U. N. 
Command delegation, of com­ 
mitting a “flagrant violation of 
the 
Korean 
armstice 
agree­ 
ment” by walking out of the 
meeting. 
KONA said the walkout came 
42 minutes after the meeting 
started when Lee pressed three 
times for identification of the 
unit which the downed recon­ 
naissance plane was attached. 
“ Finding himself in a fix 
where he could not escape the 
responsibility for this, the sen­ 
ior member of the enemy side 
let loose a whole string of rob­ 
ber-like sophistry in an attempt 
to justify the criminal act in 
sending a spy plane into the 
territorial air of our country 
on April 15,” said Lee. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Po­

Korea. 
The Pentagon announced re­ 
deployment of extensive forces 
Friday shortly after President 
Nixon ordered resumption of re­ 
connaissance flights with t h # 
promise they will cease to be 
“fair game” for North Korean 
jets. 
Flights off the North Korean 
coast were halted Tuesday after 
an EC121 reconnaissance plan# 
with 31 men aboard apparently 
was shot down.

new taxes. Gov. Rhodes read public opinion 
correctly and decided it would be better to 
come back with the program later than to get it 
knocked off by legislators who are being told by 
the folks back home to “forget new taxes.” 
The couple of proposed bills that call for a 
mandatory income tax are going to have tough 
sledding also. 
Animosity is directed toward taxation, not ed­ 
ucation, and any tax measure is not going to be 
popular. 
Finance Director Howard L. Collier said a 
comprehensive study of the state’s finances will 
be completed before any new administration 
taxes are proposed. 


IT IS SAD but true that the taxpayers’ dissat­ 
isfaction includes federal taxes but they can 
only bring pressure to bear on local and state 
tax measures—those which would provide the 
largest degree of benefit for their state and 
community. 
The education program is a casualty of grow­ 
ing taxpayer disenchantment. 


The decision by Gov. James A. Rhodes to 
back away from the tax-education package dur­ 
ing this session of the General Assembly is toe 
best example of toe present mood of Ohioans 
regarding taxes as you are likely to find. 
The expand education program with special 
attention devoted to development of technical- 
vocational education for Ohio students has no 
more enthusiastic supporter than Gov. Rhodes. 


HE HAS BEEN beating the drums all over 
the state in behalf of vocational-technical train­ 
ing for students who do not wish a college edu­ 
cation. 
We have supported the governor’s position 
and still believe it will have to be implemented 
before Ohio can say it is providing a compre­ 
hensive education program for all its sutdents. 
A lot of Ohioans share the view held by Gov. 
Rhodes. 
The crunch comes in getting the money to 
pay for the massive vocational education pro­ 
gram.

Anti-SDS Movement Takes Shape

Their aim is to thwart activities of organiza­ 
tions like Students for a Democratic Society 
(SDS) when their campaigns to remake univer­ 
sities resort to violence or Interrupt toe learn­ 
ing process of other students. 
SDS chapters on various campuses around 
the country share a common goal — pull down 
the system. Current attacks on Reserve Offi­ 
cers Training Corps (ROTC) at a variety of uni­ 
versities is an example of a coordinated pro­ 
gram. 
Students like toe several hundred Kent State 
University fraternity members who demonstrat­ 
ed in behalf of the administration this week are 
fed up with SDS activists. 


Harvard students protested mob takeover of 
the umversity’s administration building by 
burning an effigy representing the SDS. 
The anti-SDS movement will no doubt grow lf 
members of the militant student organization 
persist in the use af illegal and violent tactics. 
Since the anti-SDS crusade is in its early 
stages, it is difficult to assess its impact. How­ 
ever, it appears that it is not meant to squelch 
dissent as such but to protest methods. 
Some of the students lined up against campus 
revolutionaries share same of the concerns of 
their adversaries, but they do not believe that 
reform will come through destruction. 
They don’t want the right of dissant to suffer 
because of an overraction to SDS outbursts that 
would bring about a police-state atmosphere on 
campus with stringent regulations aimed at a 
few students but affecting all students. 
If anti-SDS students are able to bring off 
their program, they will be striking a blow in 
defense of dissent. 


High Cost Of Medical Care 


“Physicians are not always available when 
and where they are needed; costs are rising 
more rapidly than in any other sector of the 
economy; care is unevenly distributed; hospi­ 
tals, often obsolete, duplicate each other’s ser­ 
vices. In short, toe system Is not operating 
smoothly.” 
These aire not the judgment* of an alien crit­ 
ic. The quotation Is from Harvard Today, writ­ 
ten by Dr. Robert H. Ebert, dean of Harvard’s 
Medical School. 
The American Medical Association in a two- 
day meeting opening to Chicago Friday will 
take up “the financial realities and problems of 
health care changing cost-prioe patterns, and 
health care financing to toe 1970s.” 
The AMA News notes that tile cost of health 
care rose in January to 150.2 per cent of the 
1957-59 average. This was an increase of 0.7 
from toe previous month and a rise of 6.4 per 
cent from January 1968. In the same year the 
consumer price index as a whole rose 4.7 per 
cent. 


HOSPITAL COSTS have been rising at a rate 
of about 15 per cent a year, as against fore­ 
casts of wily about 7 per cent when Medicare 
was passed in 1965. Since 1956, the American 
Hospital Association reported recently, the av­ 
erage hospital’s cost of caring for one patient 
one day has risen to $63 97 from $24.15. 
It now costs more than $29,000 per bed to 
build and equip a hospital properly. Eight years 
ago the cost per bed was $19,956. Costs are 
pushed still higher by the growing complexity 
of medical equipment. 
One result is that many hospitals are merging 


to pool costs and equipment. Since 1962, the 
Hospital Association estimates, there have been 
96 hospital mergers. The first half of 1968 alone 
saw 20 of these marriages of convenience. 
As Harvard’s Dean Ebert was quick to point 
out: “Science and methodology have made it 
possible to treat more and more diseases suc­ 
cessfully, to prevent others and to prolong life. 
This progress has also profoundly complicated 
the practice of medicine and significantly al­ 
tered the physician’s role.” It has tremendously 
increased the sheer burden of medical costs. 
It has greatly added to the pressure for hospi­ 
tal beds Mid space in nursing homes. It has 
prompted a growing trend toward—unusually 
more costly—specialization of practice. 
To some rather minor extent doctors have 
been able to ease the burden on patients by 
group practice arrangements. Congress in 1966 
authorized Federal Housing Administration in­ 
surance for equipment and financing of group 
medical, optometrical and dental practice. 


BUT MUCH OF THE HEAVIER expense is 
accounted for by doctors’ fees. The U S. De­ 
partment of Health, Education and Welfare in a 
recent report put average net profits of all phy­ 
sicians in 1966 at $25,600. TTiis was as against 
average net profit of $8,625 reported in 1945. 
Dr. H. H. Trimble, in Texas Medicine, sug­ 
gests that doctors recommend hospitalization 
only when necsssary—and not just because 
health insurance will pay for it—and exercise 
restraint in the fees they charge. Significantly, 
he suggests that if the medical profession po­ 
lices itself, “we can prevent third parties from 
controlling our method of practice.”

Black Panthers Roam Free 


NEW YORK - East Side, West Side, all 
around this garbage-etrewn town, teachers have 
been whipped, robbed and bounded; their cars 
looted and stripped; their classrooms blackened 
with toe smoke of arsonsists’ 
fires; their supervisors and 
principals 
terrorized 
a n d 
forced out; their leaden har­ 
assed by horror squads, and 
parents of their young stu­ 
dents threatened with violent 
death. 
And this is understatemen 
If the United Federation of 
Teachers (AFL-dO), Ameri­ 
ca’s largest local union, Wits Victor Riesel 
this city with a fourth strike, let the record 
here disclose toe travail and heartaches of its 
57,000 members. But for the grace of fate this 
could be the story of any group of the nation’s 
50 million youngsters, 2 million teachers and 
professional staff people and 100,000 school 
board members. 
Let the record show that at this moment 
there are 47 principals and assorted supervisors 
who have been driven from their schools by 
tiny, centrally controlled, bands of terrorists — 
generally calling themselves Black Panthers. 
These hit-and-ruin squads harass supervisors 
and teachers of all races, colors and creeds. 


THE INVADING BANDS have driven off 
black instructors. Two “Panthers” threatened 
to kill a courageous Puerto Rican parent lead­ 
er, Mrs. Georgina Hoggard, if she bucked their 
efforts to take over the schools in her district — 
P.S. 34 and P S. 60. This fiery lady is fighting 
back and willingly put her charge on tope for 
me. 
Many of the roving bands emanate from some 
of the antipoverty community action agencies 
here, according to the Council of Supervisory 
Associations (school principals, etc.). 
In effect, the terrorists carry a big pork bar­ 
rel. They want the jobs for their allies. If the 
principals don’t take the truly bloody hint, the 
extremists move in. At one school, they pushed 
a desk into the principal’s office, nailed a sign 
on the wall above it reading “prtocioal,” in­ 
stalled one of their own and physically drove 
the legal principal out of the building 
Now he is with the 46 other high officials — 
sitting idly in the Board of Education’s caninal 
office over in Brooklyn, or filling in at schools 
where regular principals are ill or on sabbati­ 
cal. Or doing glorified clerical work somewhere 
in the system. 
The supervisors organization and the teachers 
union — forgetting class lines — fight back in a 
united front. 
“Five or six people can walk into a school,” 
says United Federation of Teachers 40-year-old 
president Al Shanker, “and take over. Thus un­ 
qualified persons get the principals’ jobs. They 
know that their tactics can force the central 
Board of Education to hand out $20,000 to 


$30,000 jobs just under this sort of pressure 
alone.” 
What pressure? 


THERE IS THE typical case of one principal 
In the residential borough of Queens —. not gen­ 
erally the center of extremist action. The lives 
of this principal and his family were threat­ 
ened. He was assaulted and abused on racial 
and religious grounds. His oar was vandalized 
twice. Then he was robbed at knife point. The 
local police captain warned he was a marked 
man. He left the school. 
Another principal, a woman, was told by toe 
militants she would enter toe school only over 
their “dead bodies.” Then the extremists physi­ 
cally barred toe doors. She was moved in by 
the police, who forcibly removed the Panthers 
from toe entrance. She’s fighting back. Not for 
long, probably. 
Another principal was told not to return — or 
his blood would flow in the streets outride the 
school. He did not return. 
Thus reads the case histories of most of the 
47 principals, assistant principals and supervi­ 
sors. 
Recently a New York State Dept, of Educa­ 
tion observer was badly beaten. He quit observ­ 
ing. 


IT IS JUST as grim for the teachers. The 
special “overseer” commission appointed to 
end the first strike reports 500 cases of justifia­ 
ble complaints of terror. Some weeks ago, two 
teachers were heading for their cars. The rov­ 
ing band got to them. They had been warned 
not to report. One instructor was knocked 
down, kicked and then whipped by the metal 
radio antenna ripped from his car. 
Thus — the exodus across the Hudson River. 
Al Shanker, still resilient, reports that thou­ 
sands of New York teachers are applying for 
jobs as far west as San Francisco. 
By next September, he expects a deficit of 
23,500 teachers in this city. There now are 400 
teacherless classrooms. The old reservoir of 
3,000 substitutes has evaporated. For example, 
out of the original 350 who were in the contro­ 
versial ghetto area known as Ocean Hill-Brown- 
ville, only 60 remain. 
“This fall we face the greatest exodus of any 
cultural groups this country has seen,” says 
Shanker. “We expect that 20,000 will not return 
to the system after the summer holiday. There 
are daily school-by-school incidents inflated by 
extremists who move in and demand the ouster 
of principals and teachers. We may have to 
strike, though we know that another strike 
would just hasten the exodus of white and black 
teachers from this city.” 
This may be the year of the Panther — some 
of its defectors call it a black Klu Klux Klan. If 
it is such a year, men such as Mr. Shanker and 
his colleagues fear it will be the beginning of 
the era of the death of mass education in our 
land for youngsters of all races, colors and 
creeds — East coast, West coast, all around the 
country.

Of War 


WASHINGTON - Wishful thinkers have been 
saying that there’s no danger of American av 
volvement In any more wars and that people k l' 
this country need not worry about what is bap-, 
pelting overseas. 
But suddenly the shooting down of an Ameri­ 
can airplane by North Korea at a point at least 
50 miles from its coast, with toe loss of crew­ 
men aboard, is a grim reminder that America’s ’. 
enemies have by no means abandoned their 
evil ways. 
It is a flagrant violation of international law 
for any plane flying over the high sms to be 
shot down many miles from a seacoast. Air- ' 
craft and ships, armed or unarmed, have the 
right to travel across oceans without being sub­ 
ject to attack. Reconnaissance planes and ships 
of the Soviet Union are constantly cruising 
much closer than 50 miles away from our own 
Pacific Coast. 


IF WANTON ATTACKS continue, it will be­ 
come more important for the United States to 
seek an immediate agreement with the Commu­ 
nist countries on freedom of the seas and toe 
air than to concentrate on talks about keeping 
nuclear weapons from being manufactured by 
nonnuclear countries. 
1 
As Sen. Everett Dirksen of Illinois, Republi­ 
can leader, has just said, there is no reason to 
advocate military reprisal at present. But it is 
imperative that toe problem raised by the at­ 
tack on our airplane by toe North Koreans be 
dealt with promptly by “negotiations.” 
Sen. Strom Thurmond, Republican (ti! South 
Carolina, thinks a naval fleet should be sent at 
once to the area where toe plane was downed. 
Chairman Mendel Rivers of the House Armed 
Services Committee favors immediate retalia­ 
tion. 
Unfortunately, parleys with the North Kore­ 
ans have proved fruitless, as happened when 
the “Pueblo,” an American naval vessel, was 
seized and her crew imprisoned and tortured 
for several months last year. 
The all-important fact is that back of North 
Korea is either Red China or the Soviet Union . 
or both. There would be no deliberate creation 
of tension if It were not for the Influence of toe 
Communist regimes in Moscow or Peking. 
The United States government will be faced 
with more and more episodes threatening an 
entanglement in war unless the Soviets and the 
Red Chinese realize the danger of allowing 
their puppet allies — like North Korea — to stir 
up trouble at will. 
The Communist strategy back of it all Is. of 
course, obvious. Hie idea is that, if the United 
States can become embroiled in another war 
with North Korea, the American government 
would find itself compelled to spend larger and 
largo* Mins of money and perhaps divert its „ 
troops from toe war in Southeast Aria. 
Japan has thus far stayed aloof from the 
Vietnam conflict but it would appear logical 
that Japan would join America to a plan to as­ 
sure peace in the Far East. Australia and The 
Philippines would surely do likewise. 
The Red Chinese are the ones who will lose a 
great deal by their encouragement of the North 
Koreans. The United States, to recent months, 
has been urged by many groups to this country 
to “build bridges of friendship” with the people 
of Red China. 
But toe latest trouble with North Korea will 
discourage such efforts unless some way can be 
found to get Peking to co-operate to restraining 
further acts of aggression 
It is doubtful whether North Korea would 
take any step — especially the seizure of an 
American warship or the shooting down of a re­ 
connaissance plane — without a previous under-' 
standing with Moscow or Peking. 


THE WHOLE SITUATION is indicative of the 
risks of war that are prevalent in different 
parts of the world. Certainly there will not be * 
diminution but an increase in crises if the Unit- - 
ed States appears irresolute or indifferent to at­ 
tacks on its own ships and planes. 
What is ironic is that the United Nations, 
which was supposed to rehabilitate the battered 
principles of international law and set up a sys­ 
tem of collective security in the world, faded to. 
take action in the “Pueblo” affair or in settling 
the Vietnam War. 
One wonders how many more acts of aggres­ 
sion will be committed against American ships 
and planes in international waters before to* 
U.N. will decide to do something about it.

If someone fails to meet the 
terms of a contract he has 
with you, you may sue him.

BASICALLY, civil actions

A civil action is generally 
m ight either for breach of 
anfract or for a negligent or 
riilful wrong — such as the 
uto accident — which is 
Down as a tort.

IN A criminal case, the ac­ 
tion is brought by a govern­ 
ment agency — city, state or 
federal. Here, the government 
agency becomes the prosecu­ 
tion and the accused the de­ 
fendant. 
There are two general types 
of crimes which

charged. A felony is one in 
which the crime is punishable 
by imprisonment for m o r e 
than a year or by death. A 
misdemeanor is a crime for 
which pnishment is impris­ 
onment for less than a year.

QUEST ION: How do desert animals get enough water?

* 
ANSW ER: It is amazing how plants and animals can 
exist on the very small amounts of water they get in. a 
desert, for all living things need moisture. The answer is 
that nature has worked out many ingenious ways for 
desert plants and animals to get and conserve water. The 
camel doesn’t sweat like other animals and so a drink of 
water lasts him a long tim e. Deserts are hot, and heat 
means thirst, so many animals burrow underground 
during the heat of the day and come out in the cooler 
evening and nighttime (see picture). Many beetles have a 
tight round shell which holds moisture in. Hard scales and 
shells do the same job for desert reptiles. The internal 
anatom y of many desert creatures is arranged so they can 
get all the moisture they need from their plant or animal 
food. Many can go without drinking for weeks and 
months. Desert plants catch every possible drop during 
the rare shower* and conserve it inside of dry, leathery 
coverings.

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Tax Bill ‘Poison’ 
Rhodes Drops Hot Potato

COLUMBUS, Ohio - 
Any 
proposed tax legislation should 
be marked with skull and cross 
bonos for the benefit of those 
few who m i g h t not have 
learned along the way that tax 
legislation is political poison.

So his withdrawal of adminis­ 
tration support for the bill 
shouldn’t have taken anyone too 
much by surprise.
